The second of the 
fish was caught by A. L. Schcnk, 
and measures 20 inches in length 
with a weight of 5V<t pounds. A flvn 
pounder was brought in by Henry J. 
Miller, of Fred Loof Camp during the 
week.

Infantile paralysis in Illinois rose 
to a new high for the year last week, 
when 204 new cases were reported, 
bringing the state total of 637, it was 
reported yesterday by Dr. Roland M. 
Cross, director of the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health. In Cook 
County there were 261 cases. 

The number of cases reported dur- 
ing the week marked the second 
highest in the history of the state, 
topped only by the 206 cases report 



ed during the 36th week of the 1943 
Chicago area (epidemic, the report 
stated. 

Although case reports are tapering 
off in some sections, it does not 
mean a peak has been reached, the 
report added. Usually, the high 
point ,of the disease occurs the first 
or second week in September. 

The roport adds epidemic propor- 
tions have not been reached in any 
section of the state and that the di- 
sease now is comparatively mild, 
with a low fatality rate. 

Although no now cases have been 
reported* in the community during 
the past few weeks, a total of sev- 
enty-four cases are recorded in Keno- 
sha county, where epidemic condi- 
tions have health authorities worried.

Edmund Vos of the Antioch Lum- 
ber, and Coal Co,,. said. that the secre- 
tary of the association was not pres- 
ent and it was his belief that his ac- 
tivity in trying to prevent the order 
kept him from the outing. 

The lumber dealers bombarded 
Wilson Wyatt, housing expeditor, 
John R. Steelman, reconversion di- 
rector, and congressmen from Illinois 
with protests" over the proposed rul- 
ing. They listed three objections as 
follows: 

1. The plan will not work because 
the extremely large volume of con- 
struction lumber is by-passing retail 
yards and such action would not 
serve the purpose. 

2. Retail yards serving industrials, 
farmers and other essential users 
would be completely frozen for ser- 
vicing them, and 

3. Such freezing tactics would 
cause lumber backup at mill levels

OPA Planning 
Tight Curb On 
Black Market 



Price Chief Paul A. Porter re- 
vealed today that the OPA is whip- 
ping up its "toughest program yet'* 
to squelch would-be black marketeers 
when new meat ceilings go into ef- 
fect September 9. 

Porter issued a stern warning to 
black marketeers to "beware" as 
OPA ended a 30-day price-raising 
spree in which it ordered boosts ex- 
pected to cost the public more than 
SI, 000, 000,000 in the next year. 

Noting that when meat price cell- 
ing are restored September 9 they 
will be somewhat higher than June 
30 ceilings, Porter said the one big 
problem remaining in meat control 
is the danger of renewed black mar- 
kets. 

New Program 

Porter said the OPA is working 
out a new enforcement jprogram with 
the department of agriculture which 
should permit announcement within 
a few days of "the toughest program 
yet." 

Porter warned that meat supplies 
will be somewhat scarcer next month 
but said it would be due to "natural 
reasons." He begged the public not 
to "trot out OPA again as the scape- 
goat and the -whipping boy." 

He said September has always been 
a low point in (She hog; supply. This 
combined with the fact that corn is 
plentiful and many farmers will hold 
onto their hogs longer to fatten them 
up, will make September a "rather 
bare spot" as far as pork is concern- 
ed, he said. 

Feed Lots Bare 

As for cattle, Porter pointed out 
that they have been coming to mar- 
ket so heavily in recent weeks that 
some of the feed lots are stripped 
on animals that can be marketed 
now. 

"And I suppose we may 'have to 
reckon with some producers who 
will want to hold foack meat animals 
in hope of forcing higher livestock 
ceilings," he declared, adding, how- 
ever: 

"I hope not because the ceilings - *, 
once established, arc going to stay 
irm except as the law requires us 
to modify them. We don't intend 
to give in to any purely pressure 
drives."

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Glad To Be Back 

An ex-G.I. observed the way' "the other half" 
lives in his' travels around the world. Ex-Sergeant Wm. 
T. Garvey saw what any G. I. could have seen who 
passed through the cities of the Orient en route to 
"the bush" — India's beggars; cows ambling nonchalantly 
along sidewalks; Mohammedans turning to Mecca; the 
painted- marks of religion and caste; the roadside 
vendors of insect-ridden cheese and fruit, shoe laces 
and worthless trinkets; the haggling over prices of 
wares; the smells; scarcity of food of any sort; the 
ragged thousands sleeping the clock around on the 
floor in any public building or railway station; clothing 
'beaten to shreds on fiat rocks in lieu of washing; 
thousands of staggering skeletons wailing for some- 
thing to cat.. 

It is no mystery to him why living standards are 
so low in these countries. Methods employed in gain- 
ing a livelihood in such countries are still so primitive 
that men can barely produce enough to keep alive, 
whereas in America, capital has built up great indus- 
tries which make the United States a land of luxuries. 
Few, indeed, are the locations outside America where 
people take for granted automobiles, radios, refriger- 
ators, bathtubs, washing machines, vacuum cleaners, 
sowing machines, telephones, electricity, gas, fresh run- 
ning water and modern sewage disposal. 

India can't duplicate what we have in America 
overnight, "because capitalism requires saving. To en- 
joy greater comforts at a later date," the soldier ex- 
plains, "we must forego some of the satisfactions of 
the present. By pooling our savings with others we can 
purchase production equipment beyond our means as 
individuals, and produce consumer goods cheaply and 
in quantity. In India capitalism is just in the beginning. 

"I like our American system. I like my radio and 
electric refrigerator, and extra suit of clothes, and meat 
on the table. I was never impressed by the street- 



corner propagandist who was always trying to prove 

that the 'capitalists' were oppressors grinding a heel 

on the neek of downtrodden common people. There was 

a time when I used to think they didn't know what 

they were talking about. Now I know! Of course there 

are abuses of the capitalistic system, but I've seen 

how 'the other half' lives. I'm back home and glad of 

It. I like it here."

Safety in the Coal Mines 

In a long article in the Saturday Evening Post, 
[ Elsie McCormick discusses the problem of safety In the 
1 nation's coal mines. It is a story of great achievement— 
I by operators, unions and the United States Bureau of 
1 Mines— and it points as well to additional safety work 
that remains to be done. 

The mining of coal is basically one of the more 

dangerous occupations. The hazards of explosions, fires 

and cave-in3 are always present. The problem Is to cut 

i the risk to the absolute minimum. The uninformed be- 

I lief that the operators are indifferent to this is 

i thoroughly disproved by Miss McCormick's survey. She 

i writes: "More than 100 different safety devices and 

methods have been introduced into American coal 

I mines during the past two decades, at a cost to the 

i operators of more than 5100.000.000." 

Workers themselves, strange as it may scorn. 
1 have often blocked essential safety regulations. For 
] instance, operators establish nonsmoking rules in gassy 
j mines— but some miners, apparently feeling their per- 
1 sonal rights are being infringed, smoke anyway. The 
i result is unnecessary accidents, and more names on the 
j roster of miners who died violently. In one case, miners 
j refused to wear 'hard safety hats furnished by the 
i management, on the grounds they might damage their 
hair— and this was in an industry where rock falls are 
a major cause of death and Injury. 

The accident rate runs high in very small coal 
mines of the "marginal" type. By far the greatest pro- 
gress has been made by the larger operators. 

All in all, the record is an encouraging one. New 

devices and techniques are constantly being tried, and, 

1 once they prove their worth, become standard practice. 

I No industry has a tougher safety problem— and none is 

working harder to solve it.

A floor under the standards of 
public school education was planned 
by the school finance and tax com- 
mission of Illinois at its meeting lasl 
weekend at the State Conservation 
school on Fox Lake. 

To bring a large number of infer- 
ior schools to the levels of a founda- 
tion program the commission will 
recommend to the legislature that 
state financial aid be given those 
that are unable to accomplish that 
goal by their own efforts. 

The commission conducted a sur- 
vey of 478 elementary schools and 
452 high schools in all parts of the 
state and on the basis of mutual 
evaluation classified them as follows: 

Elementary schools, foundation 
schools 260. inferior 204, and super- 
ior 14; High schools, foundation 381, 
inferior 53, and superior IB. 
' This report shows more inferior 
grade schools than high schools as a 
matter of proportion. 

Rep. Charles A. Clabaugh, chair- 
man, of Champaign, said a striking 
fact of the report was the difference 
in the cost of the three levels. 

The average cost per enrolled pu- 
pil for the inferior elementary' 
schools was SG9.73; for the founda- 
tion schools. $92.62 and for the su- 
perior schools, $153.61. 

For the high schools the costs were 
inferior S152.03: foundation schools, 
S186.17: and superior. S202.74. 

The report advocates the unit sy- 
stem of control instead of the dual 
system. Where the grade schools and 
high schools are controlled separate- 
ly the average cost $222.13 whereas 
the combined control costs but $143.- 
34. 

The commission plans to present 
the report to public organizations 
over the state in the next two months 
for criticism and then bring the fi- 
nal report before the state legisla- 
ture. 

A foundation program for the 
grade v>nd high schools of Illinois as 
prposed by the School Finance and 
Tax commission meeting would in- 
clude the following: 

1 A scha.)l term of at least nine 
months. 

2. Adequate attendance proced- 
ures and records. 

3. Special teachers for special sub- 
jects and provision for good adminis- 
trative >ujH*rvisinn. 

4. A good building with pure 
drinking water and adequate sani- 
tary facilities. 

5. Suitable furniture, maps, globes 
and equipment. 

fi. Proper library facilities or ref- 
erence books including magazines 

7. Teachers with al least four 
years of college training. 

3. Adequate salaries for teachers 
with provision for sick-leave, visiting 



days and opportunities for promo- 
tion. 

9. Good instruction in the funda- 
mental school subjects. 

10. Cultural courses such as music, 
art and speech. 

11. Good training In citizenship 
and American history with some 
chance to learn good citizenship by 
participating in school organizations. 

12. Vocational training including 
home-making, manual arts and crafts, 
and in high schools, commercial sub- 
jects and agriculture where appro- 
priate. 

13. A satisfactory health and physi- 
cal training program and instruction 
in safety. 

14. Some extra-class activities and 
field trips. 

15. Provisions for individual in- . 
struction. special classes for excep- ! 
tional children, and counselling ser- 
vice for all pupils.

Alex Clark, nee Belle Minnls, who 
arc far past the eighty-year mark 
and have observed their sixtieth wed- 
ding anniversary. 'Mrs. Clark re- 
calls attending school in a little log 
schoolhouse cast of the present lo- 
cation at Brass Ball Corners, and 
also a pioneer church near-by where 
no regular pastor presided, but 
whose pulpit was filled by whomso- 
ever chanced to come by with pro- 
per credentials.
